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Immunization from Diphtheria by Toxin Antitaxin 


HE Schick test.is a simple but 
very reliable clinical means of 
determining whether or not a 
person is immune from diphtheria. 
The whole apparatus necessary for 
doing the Schick test can be obtained 
from any Board of Health. The ap- 
paratus consists of (1) an ordinary 
1 ee record syringe divided into 
tenths; (2) a platinum iridium-tipped 
needle is best but any good steel 
needle, kept very sharp, will do; (3) 
two capillary glass tubes each about 
two inches long and fused at either 
end. One tube contains pure diph- 
theria toxin for the actual test; the 
other tube contains diphtheria toxin 
which has been heated sufficiently to 
destroy the toxin—this one is used 
as a control; (4) two small bottles 
each containing about 10 ee of nor- 
mal saline solution. The tube con- 
taining the heated toxin is broken 
at one end; a small rubber bulb is 
put on over the broken end; then 
the other end is broken off and the 
contents expelled into the other bot- 
tle in a similar manner. A: rubber 
cap is then put on over the mouth 
of each bottle. The best site for in- 
jection is the flexor surface of the 
forearm. The skin is well cleaned 
with aleohol; 2 ce of the contents of 
the bottle containing the heated toxin 
is withdrawn and injected into the 
superficial layer of the epidermis. 
The same process is repeated on the 
other forearm with the pure toxin.

When properly done a little white 
spot or wheal, like a mosquito bite, 
about one-eighth inch in diameter, 
appears at the site of the injection. 
The needle should be inserted so 
superficially that its bore can be seen 
through the outer layer of cells. 

The positive reaction is due to the 
effect of the diphtheria toxin on the 
epithelial cells of the skin and is de- 
pendent on the absence of antibodies 
in the blood of the subject; now. if 
this small amount of toxin is injected 
too deeply the reaction, even if posi- 
tive, will not be noticed on the sur- 
face, and a ‘false sense of security 
may thus be given. 

The reactions given are (1) posi- 
tive, (2) negative, and (3) pseudo. 
In the positive reaction an area of 
redness appears in from 4 to 8 hours; 
this progresses, and may have a dia- 
meter of $—1 inch in 48 hours, when 
it attains its maximum. Then there 
is dark brown pigmentation, follow- 
ed by desquamation which may last 
from three to six weeks. The posi- 
tive reaction indicates susceptibility 
to diphtheria. 

In the negative reaction, there is 
only the traumatic effect—a slight 
area of redness which completely 
disappears in 12 to 24 hours. There 
is no pigmentation or desquamation. 
This reaction indicates immunity to 
diphtheria. 

The pseudo-reaction is probably 
due to the special susceptibility on 
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the part of the subject to certain pro- 
teins present in the toxin solution. 
It may somewhat resemble the posi- 
tive reaction, but it usually comes on 
sooner; the area of redness is less 
definitely marked; it disappears 
sooner and there is no pigmentation 
or desquamation. It is because of 
susceptibility that the control re- 
action is carried out. In the control 
the toxin is destroyed by heat and 
only the protein reaction can take 
place. 

It has been proved by. long and 
eareful experimentation that the 
Schick test, when properly done, is 
very reliable; it is practically pain- 
less and does not cause a constitu- 
tional reaction, so it is quite safe. 

In reviewing the literature on the 
production of immunity from diph- 
theria by the administration of toxin- 
antitoxin, it is interesting to note 
that the work which Park and 
Zingher began about ten years ago 
should have progressed so satisfac- 
torily. 

It is admitted by everyone that 
complete immunity from diphtheria 
would be ideal. To attain this, how- 
ever, many practitioners hesitate to 
use the toxin-antitoxin method be- 
cause sO many severe reactions have 
been reported by a few observers. 
particularly when the toxin-anti- 
toxin has been given to adults. As 
it is in children, however, in whom 
it is most desirable that immunity 
should be developed, it was thought 
that it would be of interest to deter- 
mine what would be the result of 
giving toxin-antitoxin to children 
living under good conditions. The 
following work was done with this 
end in view. 

Ninety-eight children at the Queen 
Mary Hospital and fifteen babies at 
the Davies Cottage of the Toronto 
Hospital for Consumptives, near 
Weston, were selected. In the group 
of children at the Queen Mary Hos- 
pital the usual custom of doing the 
Schick test at the beginning was not 
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followed, as each child had received 
a protecting dose of diphtheria anti- 
toxin about six weeks before the 
time at which this work was under- 
taken. A Schick test would, in such 
circumstances, be actually mislead- 
ing as the immunity found would be 
only temporary. 


On October 3rd, 1921, each of the 
ninety-eight children was given 1 ee 
of the toxin-antitoxin. They were 
then sent to bed; after about two 
hours’ rest they were allowed to get 
up for supper. The next morning 
they were ready for school as usual. 
They were watehed carefully and 
three only showed any signs of sick- 
ness; these were slight elevation of 
temperature and slight headache in 
all three cases, and slight vomiting 
also in one. So trifling was the sick- 
ness that a teaspoonful of castor oil 
was sufficient to effect a rapid cure 
in each ease. (It may be noted that 
two of them stated that they had 
eaten some unripe fruit the day be- 
fore.) 

A week later 1 ee of toxin-antitoxin 
was again given. This time one child. 
only, had a slight headache and 
slight elevation of temperature 
(99.2F) for five or six hours. Seven 
days later the third dose of 1 ce was 
given without any sickness follow- 
ing. The ages of the children were: 
—Four to 8 years, 37; 8 to 10 years, 
25; 10 to 12 years, 23; 12 to 14 years, 
8; 14 to 16 years, 5; total, 98. 

None of the children above ten 
years of age were sick. In February, 
1922, a Schick test was made on 
ninety-three of the above who were 
still in the hospital. Two were Schick 
positive (distinctly) and eight very 
slightly positive (five of these pos- 
sibly pseudo). The two who were 
frankly positive were given the 


whole course over again; the other 
nine were given three doses of .5 ee 
each at weekly intervals. On August 
3rd and 4th, 1922, another Schick 
test was made on seventy-nine of the 
including, 


above, fortunately, all 
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who were not negative in February. 
This time only four were very slight- 
ly positive, two of whom were those 
who were distinctly positive in Feb- 
ruary. Each of the four was again 
given three doses of .5 ee at weekly 
intervals. There was not the slight- 
est reaction in any case. 

Those children who were admitted 
to the institution after the first im- 
munization were Schick tested at 
once and the positive cases treated 
as above; in no ease was there sick- 
ness of any account as a result of the 
toxin-antitoxin. 

In the Davies Cottage there were 
fifteen babies, whose ages ranged 
from one to four years. Here a 
Schick test was done on each at the 
start, November 21st, 1921. There 
were—Schieck positive, 10; Schick 
negative, 5. 

On November 26th, 1921, each of 
the positive cases was given 1 ec of 
toxin-antitoxin. There was no re- 
action to speak of, either local or 
general. On December 3rd, 1921, an- 
other ce was given to each; there was 
no reaction in any for three days. 
On the fourth day after. and during 
the following ten days, seven babies 
at the Cottage were seriously ill 
(temperature as high as 104 deg.— 
105 deg. F. in some eases, and vomit- 
ing with a gastro-intestinal disturb- 
ance). The reasons for believing that 
the sickness was not due to the toxin- 
antitoxin were: 

(1) The sickness did not begin on 
the first, second, or even the third 
day after the toxin-antitoxin. 

(2) When it did come on the 
fourth day one only got sick; an- 
other one on the fifth day ; two more 
on the seventh; and the other three 
on the eighth day after, showing its 
probably infectious character. 

(3) Most important of all, one 
baby, who, by the way, was the most 
seriously ill, was Schick negative 
and had not been given any toxin- 
antitoxin. However, after recovery 
they were not given any more toxin- 
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antitoxin for about three months. 
About the end of February, 1922, an- 
other Schick test was made on each 
of them, and, although only two 
doses of anti-toxin had previously 
been given to each, only two were 
distinetly Schick positive and two 
very slightly positive. To the former, 
three doses of 1 ec each were given 
again at weekly intervals. To the lat- 
ter, three doses of .5 ec each at weekly 
intervals were given. There was no 
sickness in any case as a result. 
About six months later, August 22nd, 
1922, another Schick test was made 
on each and this time all were Schick 
negative. 

Babies who were admitted to the 
Cottage within the past two and a 
half years were Schick tested and 
the positive eases treated as above. 
There was not any sickness follow- 
ing the doses. An interesting point 
in connection with the Schick test 
was noted in one case. 

A baby was Schick negative when 
three vears and eight months old 
and Schiek positive six months later. 
Here, it is probable, that the so-called 
maternal immunity lasted for an un- 
usually long time. 

Park gives the following figures 
for susceptibility to diphtheria :— 
Under 3 months, 15 per cent.; 3 to 6 
months, 30 per cent.; 6 months to 1 
year, 60 per cent.; 1 to 2 years, 70 
per cent.; 2 to 3 years, 60 per cent.; 
3 to 5 years, 40 per cent.; 5 to 10 
years, 30 per cent.; 10 to 20 years. 
20 per cent.; over 20 years, 12 per 
cent. 

From the previous results the con- 
clusion is drawn that— 

(1) There is practically no danger 
in the administration of diphtheria 
toxin-antitoxin. 

(2) That it ean readily be given to 
children in institutions and might be 
given in private practice. 

(3) As to its efficacy, we can only 
say as a result of this series of im- 
munizations that we have not had a 
single ease of diphtheria in this in- 
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stitution since the work was started 
(covering a period of two and a half 
years)—an advantage which we did 
not have in any previous year. 

(4) That a reasonable method of 
procedure seems to be; make a 
Schick test, and to each Schick posi- 
tive case give 1 ee of the toxin-anti- 
toxin at weekly intervals for three 
doses. Schick test again in. say, six 
to eight months. At that time those 
who have not been completelv im- 
munized will be Schick positive in 
varying degrees of intensity. To the 
few who are frankly positive the full 
course should be given again. To 
the others give in amounts roughly 
proportional to the degree of posi- 
tiveness and test again in six to eight 
months. We do not know whether 
the immunity thus vroduced will be 
permanent or not: but we do know 
it has lasted for two and a half vears 
and that the immunitv vroduced by 
diphtheria antitoxin lasts only about 
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10 to 21 days; so that, at the least, 
we can say that toxin-antitoxin has 
a great advantage over ordinary anti- 
toxin. 


(5) Infants over six months can 
stand the full dose of toxin-antitoxin 
just as well as older children. 

It might be of interest to state 
that, about six months after the 
babies in the Cottage were immun- 
ized, a nurse in attendance on them 
was found to be a earrier of a viru- 
lent strain of the diphtheria bacillus. 
Although she had nursed _ these 
babies for about three months none 
of them developed diphtheria. 

Recently, we have done the Schick 
test as a routine on all our nurses 
going to isolation or other hospitals 
for training. So far, about 40 per 
cent. have been positive. These were 
given the usual doses of diphtheria 
toxin-antitoxin, and not one of them 
showed the slightest constitutional 
reaction. 


School Inspector’s Tribute to Junior Red Cross 


It is impossible to value the splen- 
did work being done for the future 
citizenship of this province by Miss 
Wilson, Chief Red Cross Nurse in 
‘P.E.I. In the Inspectorate of which 
I have charge. a number of Junior 
Red Cross Societies have been active 
during the past year. Improvement 
in the hygienic conditions of the 
schools having societies has been 
very evident. Wherever the Junior 
Red Cross appears, the common 
drinking cup, and such-like relies of 
a bygone age, disappear. I would 
that all could realize that the fate of 
the future citizens of our country 
rests to a very large extent upon the 
vision, foresight, and indeed the com- 
mon sense of our public school teach- 
ers. Can we not see that our country 
is doomed, unless we turn out from 
our schools young men and women 
of good character, having strong 
active minds in well developed vig- 


orous bodies? All this, the Junior 
Red Cross Society is admirably suit- 
ed to foster and develop. The child- 
ren are taught the habits that pro- 
duce healthy bodies and sound minds. 
They are taught to realize that ‘‘No 
man liveth unto himself,’’ that we 
each contribute either good or evil 
to the community. In its plan of 
organization the idea of self-govern- 
ment and unselfish service is splen- 
didly worked out. 

Teachers of vision who are anxious 
to fulfil the sacred duty imposed 
upon them, of sending out from 
their schools healthy, well-trained 
citizens of good character. will I am 
sure avail themselves of the splendid 
assistance obtainable through the 
organization of a Junior Red Cross 
Society.

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In Canada the last ten years have 
brought many developments in every 
field of nursing. The advance made 
in nursing education is very gratify- 
ing and we look with pride to our 
universities that have made this 
higher education possible. One 
rather hesitates to offer criticism, but 
many who have given the matter ser- 
ious study feel that the present sys- 
tem of nurse education still leaves a 
great deal to be desired. The pro- 
gress that we have made really 
touches only the minority of our 
nurses and a large percentage of our 
schools today are unable to report 
any marked progress in educational 
methods. 


The great need throughout the 
whole of Canada is for qualified 
nurse instructors on the staff of the 
training schools. This request comes 
from hospitals large and small, and 
the need is not being met. Hospital 
Boards are ready and willing to pay 
for proper instruction, but the nurse 
with teaching qualifications is not 
available for this service. As all 
future development of nurse educa- 
tion depends on the students of to- 
day and tomorrow, it would seem 
that their education is the founda- 
tion-stone on which the nurses now 
responsible for nurse education 
should endeavor to build. 


The problem to be solved is how 
to induce nurses to enter the teach- 
ing field. For some years the need of 
nurses in the public health field has 
been much emphasized, and nurses 
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have qualified themselves for this 
branch of work, with the result that 
this need is now being met with far 
greater success than the need in the 
training schools. If the nursing or- 
ganizations of Canada would give 
the same support and encourage- 
ment in solving the teaching pro- 
blem that they have given to meet 
the demand for specially qualified 
public health nurses, the whole pic- 
ture of nurse education would be 
changed in a very few years. Our 
universities have provided the neces- 
sary teaching facilities, and the Hos- 
pital Boards are anxious to secure 
the services of this specially quali- 
fied group. 


Would it be possible for the year 
of 1925 to be devoted to meeting this 
need? Could the nursing organiza- 
tions now providing scholarships for 
their members require that these 
scholarships be used for the teach- 
ing field of nursing? Could Alumnae 
Associations encourage the Hospital 
Boards to grant scholarships and in 
this way train their own instructors? 
Many nurses would enter this field 
of work if they were encouraged to 
do so. This encouragement need not 
always be shown in a financial way 
since nurses often prefer to finance 
their own education and have no ob- 
ligations to meet afterwards. If this 
outstanding need in the majority of 
Canadian schools could be definitely 
stressed at several meetings of every 
nursing organization affiliated with 
the Canadian Nurses’ Association one 
feels confident that the solution 
would be forthcoming. 





OMING as I do from one Inter- 
national gathering, that of the 
General Council of the League 

of Red Cross Societies, and having 
the pleasure of attending this won- 
derful meeting of women from all 
parts of the world, I feel Interna- 
tionalism to be, so to say, in the air 
which the people of the present day 
are breathing, one of the real attain- 
ments we have arrived at, and it 
seems ineredible that twenty-five 
years ago the work international 
could come as a revelation, opening 
up new vistas to a few whose mission 
it became to make the rest of the 
groups of workers, of thinkers, of 
strivers, see its greatness. 


So it was in the case of nursing, 
and it is with great reverence and 
admiration that I recall the names 
of those pioneers of the International 
Movement in Nursing,—Mrs. Hamp- 
ton Robb from America; Dr. Anna 
Hamilton from France; Schwester 
Agnes Karll from Germany, and last, 
but not least, the English member of 
the group, Mrs. Bedford Fenwick, 
whose inspiring influence, brilliant 
gifts and eminent talent of leader- 
ship made her the head of the organ- 
ization started in 1899 in London 
under the name of ‘‘The Internation- 
al Council of Nurses’’, which had its 
first big meeting in Buffalo, U.S.A. 

It was an inspiration, this thought 
of the representatives of the nursing 
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profession meeting from all parts of 
the world to discuss the work which is 
theirs, and the professional problems 
confronting them. It stood like a 
beacon, attracting the eyes for which 
it was meant—those of the nurses of 
the world—and drawing them to- 
gether to some wonderful meetings. 
Let me tell you of my first experience 
of such a meeting, that of 1907 in 
Paris, and let me do it as subject- 
ively as it comes to my mind: I had 
been, as I think we nurses all do, 
working hard, thinking of my pa- 
tients, of my hospital, and of the 
small round of problems confronting 
me. This was my world; not a very 
large one, but to me, absorbing, and 
I was getting into the way—charac- 
teristic of many nurses—of absorbing 
myself in my work with eyes stiffly 
fixed on what was in hand, and never 
looking round the corner. I did 
not even know there was danger in 
such absorption, when suddenly, one 
day I heard or read the words—‘‘ The 
International Council of Nurses is 
going to meet’’. That set me think- 
ing. ‘‘Whatisthis?’’ I said to my- 
self. ‘‘Is there a special kind of 
nurse called ‘‘International’’, or do 
we all—do I myself—belong to this 
group?’’ A thought thrilling me to 
my very soul. I had to find out, and 
decided to go to Paris, where the Con- 
gress was to be, to do so. I will 
never forget this first meeting with 
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the international spirit which is now 
so familiar to us all; the wonderful 
feeling of being among friends; the 
everlasting joy of being able to 
‘‘Talk shop’’ without tiring your 
audience; the revelation suddenly 
dawning upon you that your own 
little problems were the problems of 
your sisters all over the world, and 
that, borne together, they would 
hereafter feel lighter; that you 
would get help from all the hands 
you had touched, from the words 
you had heard; that you could go 
home, but you would no more be 
alone in your work. You were a 
changed being, your soul had lifted 
its wings for the first time and seen 
the sun of universal sisterhood. I 
can recall this meeting as though it 
had taken place yesterday : Mrs. Bed- 
ford Fenwick in the Chair, Miss Isla 
Stewart with her warm heart and 
quick wit; Mrs. Hampton Robb, the 
big woman with a voice like the 
music of her beautiful soul, Miss 
Nutting; and our wonderful little 
secretary, Miss Dock, who was first 
‘““Votes for Women’’ and then last, 
but not least, a nurse. And the aud- 
ience: The keen faces, the bright eyes 
of those women, many of whom wore 
the uniforms of the profession in 
their respective countries. It was a 
sight and an impression never to be 
forgotten. 


This meeting in Paris was followed 


in 1909 by one in London. Then in 
1912 there was another gathering in 
Cologne, Germany, in which Russian 
policy of that time prevented Fin- 
land taking part as a country, and 
then came the great catastrophe, 
doing away, while it lasted, with 
most of the ideas of internationalism. 
And yet the idea survived. Like the 
soldiers buried in the ground, who 
at last after years of life, that was 
not life, could come out of their 
trenches and see the light of the sun 
and the green earth again, the seed, 
which onee had been sown and then 
checked in its growth and obliged to 


keep low, lifted its head and began 
to unfold, even if very feebly at first. 
The first meeting of the Executive 
of our Council after the war, that of 
1920 in Atlanta, Georgia, counted 
two representatives from Europe, the 
one from Denmark and the one from 
Finland, which, beside those from 
Canada and the United States, form- 
ed the whole of the gathering, and 
yet it was felt that the idea could 
not be allowed to die. We, who 
were made for that office, would 
fave to nurse our poor stricken child 
back to life again, even if the terrible 
illness caused by the war lasted long- 
er than we could foresee. And I am 
glad to say that the next meeting 
took place in 1922 in Copenhagen, 
and that now we are all united again 
and ready to cope with the new prob- 
lems confronting the International 
Council of Nurses. 


Up till now, we have been work- 
ing for the best of our profession to 
the best of our abilities. We have 
been accepting as members of our 
circle all the countries of the world, 
where the nurses had organized on 
a professional basis, and we have 
been helping them to stand firm for 
the solution, in the way that we con- 
sidered to be right, of the questions 
confronting every organization of 
this kind. Now, it seems as if this 
was not enough, as if new vistas were 
opening before us; a larger scope 
offering itself to our activity. 


Nations where nursing was un- 
known have suddenly, by the war, 
come to the realization of their short- 
comings. They want nurses. They 
want the right education for those 
nurses. They want them to be as 
effective and as professional as the 
nurses of the countries long-ago 
organized. Those nations turned to 
the sign that had been a token of 
help during the great disaster, to the 
Red Cross, and the Red Cross did all 
in its might to help them. The 
American Red Cross gave money and 
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organized schools of nursing of the 
highest order put in charge of Ameri- 
can nurses, who, working jin the 
beautiful spirit characterizing their 
nation, stayed on only until the nat- 
ive women were found capable of 
taking over the work. The Nursing 
Division of the League of Red Cross 
Societies in Paris also did most ex- 
cellent work in giving assistance in 
many ways, by advice, by money, by 
visits of members of its staff, and by 
giving education in institutions with 
high and old traditions, to people 
from those new countries who were 
to become the leaders of the new 
movement in their respective lands. 
It is to this end that the League of 
Red Cross Societies has instituted the 
course at Bedford College in Public 
Health Nursing for International 
Students—a course which is giving 
the best possible results, and beside 
that, it has sent fully-trained and 
capable nurses to start schools in 
countries where the demands for 
such schools were pressing, until 
such a time as there should be a wo- 
man of the country trained and 
ready to take over the work. 


Through the courtesy of the Lea- 
gue of Red Cross Societies, I have 
been put in a position to see parts of 
the work done by its Nursing Divis- 
ion, and I must say that never have 
I realized, as now, the wonderful 
help the older and more experienced 
country can be to the younger one; 
the great need for help and advice 
existing and eagerly sought; and the 
truth of the old saying ‘‘noblesse 
oblige’’. 


We, the older countries with org- 
anized systems of education, with 
nurses organized on a professional 
basis, had everything. We were 
meant to give our experience, all we 
had attained, to the countries that 
were so eagerly calling for it in the 
difficulties of their organizing. And 
I am glad to say, that through the 
Red Cross they are getting this in- 
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formation, that the Red Cross is 
gathering it from the countries 
where the best is attained in nurs- 
ing; and the nurses of the world are 
helping it in its endeavors to give 
assistance and support to the nursing 
coming into existence. It was 
strongly felt that, to secure experi- 
enced advice, the Red Cross ought to 
confer with representatives of the 
profession, and to that end an Ad- 
visory Board of Nursing composed 
of six professional experts was this 
year nominated by the League of Red 
Cross Societies in Paris, and has for 
the first time given its reeommenda- 
tions as to the nursing policies of the 
League. 


So, to resume this very brief out- 
line of international aspects in nurs- 
ing, there is at present existent the 
International Council of Nurses, 
which is the professional union of 
all nursing organizations founded on 
a professional basis. 


There is the work being done for 
the betterment of Nursing Education 
and Organization in countries where 
those things were unknown. Much 
of this work is done by the League of 
Red Cross Societies and the National 
Red Cross organizations. 


There are, for the education of In- 
ternational Students for leadership 
in their own countries in Public 
Health Nursing and in Administra- 
tion and Teaching in Schools of Nurs- 
ing, two courses in London in con- 
nection with Bedford College for 
Women, and lastly, there is the Ad- 
visory Board of Nursing of the 
League of Red Cross Societies in Paris, 
whose duty must be to co-ordinate 
and direct the work done, so that it 
is pointing toward the same goal, 
viz:—the prevention and relief of 
suffering through a nursing profes- 
sion well equipped for this attain- 
ment, and with the highest profes- 
sional ideals —(International Council 
of Nurses, Bulletin No. 111.)

A Daughter of Canada

Miss Snively’s Work in the Toronto General Hospital 


ISS SNIVELY graduated in 
M 1884, and immediately after 

she had completed her train- 
ing, she accepted the position of 
Lady Superintendent of the Toronto 
General Hospital. She assumed her 
new duties on December Ist, 1884. 


An attempt had been made in 1881 
to establish a training school for 
nurses in the Toronto General Hos- 
pital. The hospital work before this 


date had been carried on by untvain- 
ed nurses who were, for the most 


part, illiterate women. In April, 
1881, the Hospital Board gave the 
seventeen nurses then in the hospital 
an opportunity of enrolling in the 
training school on the following con- 
ditions. They were to remain for 
two full years in the hospital, dur- 
ing which time they were to receive 
instruction. At the end of that per- 
iod they would be required to pass 
an oral examination before a board 
of examiners. Those who passed 
should receive a certificate signed by 
the examiners and the hospital auth- 
orities, and also a silver badge. At 
the end of 1883, only five nurses won 
the much-coveted certificate. 


The first superintendent of the 
training school was an English lady, 
Miss Harriet Goldie. She was not a 
trained nurse herself, but she had 
been matron of the hospital for six 
years. Two years later she resigned 
and her assistant, Mrs. Fulford (nee 
Miss Storry), a graduate of an Eng- 
lish hospital, was appointed to the 


position and remained for about six 
months. She was followed in March, 
1884, by Miss Lucy V. Pickett, a 
graduate of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital Training School in Bos- 
ton. Miss Pickett resigned in Octo- 
ber of the same year, having held the 
position only eight months. 


It is obvious that with so many 
changes, conditions were not favor- 
able for the developing of a training 
school. When Miss Snively came to 
the Toronto Genera! Hospital on De- 
cember Ist, 1884, she found the situa- 
tion an exceedingly difficult one, and 
it required a woman of her courage 
to stay and face it. 


At this period there were twenty- 
seven nurses in training and seven 
graduate nurses in charge of wards. 
The conditions under which they 
worked in the wards were most un- 
satisfactory. There was no system 
of work or study, no written orders, 
no history records, and no system of 
obtaining necessary ward supplies. 
The conditions of living were dis- 
tressing. There was no nurses’ home 
and so the nurses were obliged to oc- 
cupy rooms in various parts of the 
hospital. These rooms were invari- 
ably cold in winter. The nurses slept 
on straw beds without springs and 
ate in a dining-room in the basement, 
opposite the engine room. 

Miss Snively realized that this 
state of affairs would have to be 
changed. She appealed at once to 
the Hospital Board for a nurses’ re- 
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sidence. It is significant to note that 


the residence was completed in July, 
1887. 


“Gradually, the whole training 

school was reorganized. Courses of 
lectures by the visiting physicians 
and surgeons were arranged. Classes 
in nursing and nursing ethics were 
taken by Miss Snively herself, and a 
written examination at the termina- 
tion of training was introduced. Sys- 
tem was introduced in the wards, 
and a wise discipline made itself felt. 
Gradually, young women of good edu- 
cation were attracted to the school. 
Gradually, too, Miss Snively was 
able to impress her own high humani- 
tarian ideals on her school. The out- 
standing characteristic of this school 
has been devotion to the welfare of 
the patients. 


Miss Snively remained for twenty- 
five years as Lady Superintendent of 
the Toronto General Hospital. This 
position included the duties of 
Matron of the Hospital and Super- 
intendent of the Training School. 
When she left in 1910, she handed 
on to her suecessor a school which 
was not only highly organized, but 
which was known throughout the 
nursing world as embodying the 
highest ideals in nursing. 


On December Ist, 1909, the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the day Miss 
Snively came to the General Hospi- 
tal, the Alumnae Association held a 
reception in her honor. To it were 
invited not only all graduates of the 
school and the visiting doctors, but 
also the prominent citizens of To- 
ronto. There are those who still re- 
eall the queenly grace of Miss Snively 
on that oceasion. Dr. J. F. W. Ross 
congratulated Miss Snively on _ be- 
half of the medical profession. An 
illuminated address accompanied the 
gift of a silver purse and a cheque 
for $1,000 from the Alumnae As- 
sociation. No one knew that this 
was the occasion of Miss Snively’s 
resignation until the announcement 
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was made by Mr. Joseph Flavelle, 
the chairman of the Board. He also 
announced that the Board was giv- 
ing Miss Snively an annuity of $700 
for her life-time. 


To many of the graduates of the 
training school, Miss Snively’s resig- 
nation seemed almost a catastrophe. 
She and the school seemed one. She 
had been taken for granted, just as 
mothers are. It was a revelation to 
many of her graduates to realize how 
deep-rooted was their admiration 
and devotion for her. The follow- 
ing letter is typical of many that 
came at this time :— 


My dear Miss Snively,— 


My heart is so full this day that I can- 
not let the sun go down without giving 
expression, however feeble and inadequate, 
to my feelings. 


Not alone should all we nurses thank 
you for the fact that we raise our heads 
with conscious pride when we announce 
ourselves as graduates of your training 
school, but more than anything should we 
ke grateful for the influence which you 
have had over us during our training and 
ever since. Never have we seen you 
choose the easiest way because it was the 
easiest. We have always seen you brave 
unpopularity when the right issue was at 
stake. Time and time again have we seen 
you ignore physical and mental weariness 
and shoulder your burden, and we have 
always known you to turn a tender and 
pitying ear to the ery of pain. However 
far short we have fallen from the ideal you 
have had for us, we cannot fail to have 
been influenced by your spirit. 


For myself, I can say you have been my 
good friend these fourteen years, and I 
know it more and more every day. I thank 
you again and again for all you have done 
for me, and my only regret is that hav- 
ing disappointed you so often I have to 
ask you to forgive so much.

The Organization of Nurses in 
Canada 
It is obvious that in order to main- 
tain standards there must be solidar- 
ity behind them, and solidarity can 
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only come through organization. 
Miss Snively was quick to recognize 
this fact in connection with nursing. 
For years she had belonged to the 
American Nurses’ Association, but 
it was not until 1907 that she and 
other outstanding members of the 
nursing profession were able to or- 
ganize the first Canadian Associa- 
tien. This first attempt included 
only the superintendents of training 
schools and was known as ‘‘The Can- 
adian Superintendents’ Associa- 
tion.’” Through a_ broadening-out 
policy, this later became ‘‘The Can- 
adian Association of Nurse Eduea- 
tion,’’ with a practically unrestricted 
membership. It augurs well for the 
spirit of nursing in Canada that in 
1923 the members of this Associa- 
tion quite voluntarily voted that the 
C.A.N.E. lose its identity in order to 
have a strong section on nurse edu- 
cation formed in the Canadian Na- 
tional Association of Trained Nurses. 
Although this entailed considerable 
sacrifice for members of years’ stand- 
ing, still it was done because they 
believed it to be in the best interests 
of nursing in Canada. 


In 1908, Miss Snively was the lead- 
ing spirit in organizing the Canadian 
National Association of Trained 
Nurses. Every nurse whose qualifi- 
cations came up to the requirements 
was eligible for membership in this 
body. It was a truly national organi- 
zation, with members from coast to 
coast of Canada. At the time it was 
organized there were only two pro- 
vincial organizations, but. the wis- 
dom of the pioneers who planned its 
constitution has been amply demon- 
strated. It pointed the way to the 
provinees, and since, in Canada, we 
have a fundamental political sense 
of provincial autonomy, there soon 
developed strong provincial associa- 
tions. The national association has, 
therefore, developed into a co-ordin- 
ating agency between the provinces, 
with the sole object in view of rais- 
ing the standards of the nursing pro- 
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fession and maintaining those hu- 
manitarian ideals always insisted on 
by the founder. A comparatively 
recent development has been the 
forming of sections. There are now 
three sections—public health, private 
duty and nurse education. Each 
section has its own officers and is 
practically self-governing. The na- 
tional executive confines its adminis- 
tration to matters of common weal 
to the profession at large and to in- 
ternational affairs. At the general 
meeting held in Hamilton in June, 
1924, the name was changed to ‘‘The 
Canadian Nurses’ Association.”’ 


In 1909, Miss Snively brought 
added prestige to Canadian nurses 
by affiliating our national association 
with the International Council of 
Nurses at its triennial meeting in 
London, England. When the Inter- 
national Council had .been first or- 
ganized in 1899, Miss Snively was 
made Honorary Treasurer. She oc- 
eupied this office for five years and 
was a Vice-President for four years. 
To quote from Miss Snively’s own 
report: — ‘‘Canada’s representation 
in the International Council at this 
time was individual not national.’’ 
The Canadian Superintendents’ So- 
ciety could not become affiliated with 
the International Council because of 
its restricted membership, but in 
1908, when the national organization 
was formed, application was made 
for affiliation with the International 
Council. The request was granted, 
and Canada was officially weleomed 
with becoming ceremony at the Lon- 
don meeting in 1909. 


The following is an excerpt from 
the report made by Miss Nora Ted- 
ford, of Montreal, on the proceedings 
of the International Congress held 
at Church House, Westminster, Lon- 
don, July 19th-24th, 1909: 


‘*Presidents, delegates and repre- 
sentatives were there from the Na- 
tional Councils of Great Britain, Ire- 
land, United States, Germany, Hol- 
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land, Finland, Denmark, Canada, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Australia, Tas- 
mania, Belgium, Cuba, France and 
Japan. After the address of wel- 
come by the President of the Coun- 
cil, Mrs. Bedford Fenwick, and after 
the reports of Federated Councils 
were presented, the Presidents of the 
National Associations of Holland, 
Finland, Denmark and Canada were 
introduced as the first part in the 
ceremony of accepting the associa- 
tions of these four countries into 
membership. Each of the four Pre- 
sidents there gave a short synopsis 
of the status of nursing in the coun- 
try which she represented. Miss 
Snively presented the following re- 
port for Canada: 


‘In presenting this meagre report 
of the status of nursing education 
in Canada, I wish to point out that 
the facts are gleaned from the re- 
ports of seventy schools, ranging 
in size from ten to one hundred 
pupils and stretching from the At- 
lantie to the Pacific. 


‘Although the nurs: training 
schools in Canada are few compar- 
ed with those of more densely 
populated countries, nevertheless, 
a large percentage are being con- 
ducted on modern lines. Many of 
the schools have provided substan- 
tial scholarships and _ prizes. 
Teaching by demonstration and 
‘clinical instruction prevails in 
most of the schools. 
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‘The school nurse has begun her 
beneficent work in Canada. The 
district nurse becomes more indis- 
pensable each year. Social relief 
and tuberculosis work are actively 
carried on. 


‘Canada has its Nursing Journal, 
and there is a progressive Cana- 
dian Nurses’ Association. 


‘Canada has made three unsuc- 
cessful attempts to secure regis- 
tration of trained nurses. She is 
not discouraged, however, but 
hopes that the not too far distant 
future may bring this much de- 
sired good. The law of worthy 
life is fundamentally the law of 
strife.’ 


‘*F'ollowing Miss Snively’s report, 
Miss Huxley, Past President of the 
Irish Nurses’ Association, welcomed 
the Canadian National Association 
and congratulated Miss Snively and 
the Canadian nurses on their achieve- 
ments. Miss Huxley then presented 
Miss Snively with a beautiful bou- 
quet of yellow roses. After Miss 
Snively had expressed her thanks, 
the audience rose while the stirring 
strains of ‘‘The Maple Leaf’’ and 
‘“‘God Save the King’’ resounded 
through the hall. 


‘* At the close of the sessions, Miss 
Snively was presented with a beau- 
tiful bouquet of orchids and lilies- 
of-the-valley from the Canadian de- 
legates.”’

Prevention is an ideal not yet fully 
worked out. How to live to get the 
most and the best out of health is a 
step still beyond. Health will avail 
slightly unless we know how to enjoy 
it. The hospital in the future will 
give attention to living.—(From 
‘‘The Modern Hospital,’’ Oct., 1924.) 
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Report of Annual Meeting of American 
Gospital Assoriation 


The American Hospital Associa- 
tion held its twenty-sixth annual 
conference in Buffalo, opening Mon- 
day, October 6th, and closing the ses- 
sions, Friday, October 10th. Several 
other organizations held conferences 
at the same time, among them being 
the Protestant Hospital Association, 
the American Occupational Therapy 
Association, the Hospital Dietetic 
Council and the American Associa- 
tion of Hospital Social Workers. 


There were several interesting 
guests from Great Britain, New Zea- 
land. China and other countries, 
which added greatly to the interest 
of the discussion of the many topics. 
The President of the Canadian 
Nurses’ Association was invited to 
attend the Conference as a guest re- 
presenting Canadian nurses. 


The programmes of the different 
organizations were most interesting 
and instructive, but it is impossible 
even to begin to outline the subjects 
discussed. All were of interest to 
nurses, as the work of the different 
groups of hospital workers is so 
closely linked up with the nursing 
service. The Nursing Section of the 
American Hospital Association held 
its annual s*ssion on Wednesday 
evening, October 8th. The session 
was very well attended and great 
interest was shown in the subjects 
under discussion. It is worth mak- 
ing a special note of the fact that 
the audience was not made up solely 
of nurses. A great many hospital 
trustees, superintendents of hospi- 
tals and other hospital workers at- 
tended the session. The report of 
the Committee on Training School 
Budgets was given by Dr. George 
O’Hanlon of Bellevue Hospital, New 
York. This report was the same as 
presented by the League of Nursing 
Edueation in Detroit in June. The 


committee endorsed the report of 
the League of Nursing Education 
and used this report as a basis for 
discussion. The question of the 
Training School Budget is a very 
complicated one and requires care- 
ful study, but judging from the gen- 
eral opinion expressed, the time is 
near when this question will have to 
be considered by all schools for 
nurses. Other topics discussed were 
“‘The Training School Committee,’’ 
‘‘The Responsibility of the Training 
School in Preparing Nurses for the 
Special Fields of Nursing,’’ and 
‘“The Extent to which the Hospital 
Should Depend on the Student 
Nurses for the Nursing Service to 
the Patients.’’ Those subjects were 
very practical and were presented in 
a very practical and helpful manner. 


The officers of the Nursing Section 
for the coming year are :—Chairman, 
Miss Sally Johnson, Director of 
Nurses, Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, Boston; Seeretary, Miss Alice 
Gilman, Secretary, Board of Nurse 
Examiners, Albany, New York. 


The Exposition held in connection 
with the Conference rivalled the pro- 
gramme and discussions in the in- 
terest of all who attended. The 
headquarters of the Conference were 
at the Armories, and this provided 
a very large and suitable space for 
exhibiting booths. All types of hos- 
pital supplies, from the actual con- 
structions of the hospital down to 
the last detail in small equipment, 
found a place in some of the booths 
of the Exposition. Many stood spell- 
bound before some coveted piece of 
equipment and dreamed dreams. 
Judging by the active interest shown 
and the practical demonstrations ar- 
ranged for by the individual hospi- 
tals, many of these dreams will come 
true in the near future. 
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Report of National Conference of Victorian 
Nurses 


Order 


Victorian Order Nurses from all 
parts of the Dominion met in the city 
of Ottawa during three of the most 
perfect days of the Canadian year, 
September 24th, 25th, and 26th. 

These fifty-five devoted nurses, en- 
thusiastic in the service of so great a 
cause, garbed in the attractive two- 
blue uniform of the Victorian Order, 
were representative of all phases of 
publie health activities throughout 
the country. 

Meeting thus in one of the most 
suecessful gatherings in the history 
of the Order. nurses from the East 
eo-related ideas of service with 
nurses from the West, and discussed 
local problems for mutual benefit. In 
addition to strengthening the bonds 
that exist among those who group 
together for the betterment of hu- 
manity. guided by that spirit of ser- 
vice which characterizes the Victor- 
ian Order nurse, the business of the 
Conference was concerned with the 
larger matters that affect the Order 
nationally. 

Much was accomplished during 
these short days in the way of inter- 
change of ideas, resulting in recom- 
mendations of benefit to the nurses 
themselves, and the work of the Vic- 
torian Order as a whole, which, be- 
ing ‘‘for Canada,’’ is translated as 
beneficial to the future health of all 
Canadian peoples. 

Resolutions affecting the policy of 
the Order were presented to the Ad- 
visory Committee on Nursing for the 
Executive Council of the Victorian 
Order for Canada, on Friday morn- 
ing, September 26th. Mrs. R. W. Re- 
ford, Montreal, convener of the com- 
mittee, presided at this meeting and 
received the recommendations from 
the nurses.

The first concern of the Confer- 
ence, presided over by Miss Smellie, 
Chief Superintendent, was the con- 
sideration of a Nursing Manual, eov- 
ering the general routine care for pa- 
tients in the home and other acti- 
vities. After a general discussion it 
was decided that the Manual should 
be published and distributed at as 
early a date as possible, subject to 
the approval of Executive Council. 

The statistical report forms for 
compiling the work of the nurses of 
the Order were considered, and many 
changes and additions, as presented 
by Miss Bertha Hall, Assistant Su- 
perintendent, were discussed and ap- 
proved. It was thought that the new 
revised report forms will now pre- 
sent a more complete and adequate 
picture of the services rendered for 
the people of Canada by the Victor- 
ian Order nurses. 


Mrs. J. B. Fraser entertained the 
members of the Conference very de- 
lightfully during the tea hour at the 
Country Club, Aylmer, one of Ot- 
tawa’s most beautiful and exclusive 
resorts. 

Miss Smellie and Miss Hall were 
joint hostesses at a most enjoyable 
and informal reception in the Daffo- 
dil Tea Rooms on Wednesday. 


The Conference meeting at 8.30 
a.m. Thursday, September 25th, was 
urged to subscribe to all current lit- 
erature dealing with the various as- 
pects of public health work. This 
was followed by lengthy discussions 
on subjects such as Insurance for 
Nurses; Hours on Duty; Uniforms; 
Status of Nurses; Salaries ; Fees ; Co- 
operation and Publicity. 

Resolutions were framed concern- 
ing the care of nurses who contract 
illness while in the services of the Or- 
der; with the subject of more specific 
rulings for the carrying on of the 
activities of the Victorian Order to- 
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day under Royal Charter; and also 
certain changes in uniform. These 
resolutions were presented to the Ad- 
visory Nursing Committee of the 
Executive Council, on Friday morn- 
ing, September 26th, by Miss Bos- 
well, Eastern Supervisor, and were 
to be considered by the Executive 
Council on October 16th, 1924. 

On Thursday evening friends of 
the Order were waiting outside the 
entrance of Carnegie Library, where 
the meetings of the Conference were 
held, to take the nurses for a motor 
drive over the Ottawa Driveway, 
Canada’s most beautiful highway. 
The route lay along the Rideau Canal 
to its junction with the Ottawa 
River, through Major Hill Park, with 
its magnificent view of the river, 
spanned by the _ Interprovincial 
Bridge. which connects the sister 
cities of Ottawa and Hull, one repre- 
senting English-speaking and the 
other French-speaking Canada. Be- 
yond Hull, into Quebec, lay the long, 
low line of the Gatineau Hills, softly 
tinted in autumn coloring. Follow- 
ing the Driveway along the river to 
Rockeliffe, Ottawa’s natural park, 
the grounds of Rideau Hall were 
reached. being the home of the 
Honorary rvesident of the Order, 
Her Excellency the Lady Byng of 
Vimy, was of particular interest to 
the nurses.

The Care of Patients Suffering from Hypertrophy of 
the Prostate

O patient more truly needs and 
more thoroughly appreciates 
the services of a graduate 

nurse than the old man suffering 
from hypertrophy of the prostate, 
during the period of hospitalization 
before and after prostatectomy. It 
may also be said with equal truth 
that there is no type of case of which 
the nurse, who is unaccustomed to 
these patients, so dislikes to be called 
upon to take care. The result is that 
in many hospitals and institutions 
these cases are cared for by inade- 
quately trained male nurses and 
orderlies. 


Hypertrophy of the prostate, a 
local disorder, is only a part of a gen- 
eral condition which may be called 


‘*prostatism.’’ This condition as a 
whole is the one we are called upon 
to treat before we can deal surgically 
with the local condition. The trouble 
is at first local—that is, obstruction 
to the onfiow of urine. This leads 
to incomplete emptying of the blad- 
der and probably an accompanying 
cystitis. These conditions progress, 
causing back pressure and disease in 
the kidneys with a varying amount of 
damage to the kidney function. 
Moreover, these patients are men of 
advanced years—being usually from 
60 to 80 years old. Seldom in any 
other condition is a patient of this 
age called upon to undergo as ser- 
ious an operation as prostatectomy. 

These patients, as a rule, seek the 
advice of their surgeon only after 
the kidney function has been greatly 
diminished. They are sick, uncom- 
fortable and discouraged. Therefore, 
their general condition must be dealt 


with before prostatectomy can be 
done. This involves emptying the 
bladder and keeping it empty, either 
by catheter or suprapubic drainage 
—and improved elimination by the 
kidneys, skin and bowel. On this 
account they should be made 
to drink freely of water and 
other bland fluids in order that their 
urinary secretion may be ample. This 
is often no easy task—because, as a 
result of the infection and diminished 
renal function, there is often an as- 
sociated digestive disturbance. The 
tongue is dirty—nausea may be pre- 
sent—and these old men, while in 
this condition, find both food and 
drink distasteful. It may, therefore, 
tax the ingenuity of the nurse to 
the full to get these patients to drink 
a sufficient quantity of fluids. Sal- 
ine, of course, may be administered 
interstitially or by bowel, but these 
methods should be looked on only as 
auxiliaries and should in no way re- 
place the fluids taken by mouth ex- 
cept when nausea and vomiting are 
present. Maximum elimination by 
the skin is best obtained by dry hot- 
packs. Dry hot-packs are, as a rule, 
as effectual as the usual wet ones 
and are much more easily given, 
causing less disturbance to the pa- 
tient. The bowels should be kept 
acting freely with saline laxatives. 


Gradually, the patient will begin 
to feel stronger and regain his ap- 
petite. This improvement is usually 
associated with a corresponding im- 
provement in kidney function, which 
may be confirmed by laboratory tests, 
such as the estimation of the secre- 
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tion of phenolsulphonephthalein, or 
the determining of the amount of the 
nonprotein nitrogen or urea nitro- 
gen of the blood. It often requires 
two or three weeks before the patient 
has improved sufficiently to permit 
the removal of the prostate to be 
undertaken. In some cases the time 
required is much longer. The post- 
operative treatment is largely a con- 
tinuation of that which has been car- 
ried out before operation. 

All through this prolonged period 


During the week of August 18th- 
23rd, the second Extension Course 
for Private Duty Nurses was held 
under the auspices of the University 
of Toronto. 


The total attendance was not as 
large as last year, 188 being the num- 
ber enrolled, but we all know how 
very difficult it is for private duty 
nurses to arrange their time much in 
advance, and many who had, during 
the summer, planned to come were at 
the last minute disappointed. But 
numbers do not mean everything. It 
is interest and enthusiasm that count, 
and all who attended the Course this 
past summer agreed that it was most 
enjoyable and extremely beneficial. 
Personally, I feel it was better than 
the previous Course. We were glad 
to weleome again the nurses who had 
come for the second time and also to 
see the many new faces. Most of 
these had heard from friends of last 
year’s work and had come to see for 
themselves. We trust that they in 
their turn will go back to their homes 
to tell others. In this way the in- 
terest will grow and our yearly 
Course develop into even better and 
greater things. 


The sessions were held from 9 to 
12 each morning in Convocation Hall. 
On Monday, August 18th, Dr. A. J. 
MacKenzie gave the first lecture, on 
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Extension Course--Private Duty Nurses-- Toronto University

of hospital life the nursing care 
makes a tremendous difference to 
these old men, not only as to their 
ultimate recovery, but also their im- 
mediate progress and comfort. If 
left to their own devices they take 
inadequate food and drink, tend to 
be discouraged, and feel that they 
are too old and helpless to expect 
relief. There is no more gratified 
patient than the old man restored 
to comfort and comparatively good 
health—after prostatectomy. 


‘‘Typhoid Fever.’’ This was most 
instructive and the nurses appreciat- 
ed the points given. At 10 a.m. on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
Professor Wallace discussed ‘‘Cana- 
dian History,’’ dwelling upon the dis- 
coverers, pioneers and early settlers. 
Our hearts thrilled as we felt more 
and more deeply what a heritage was 
ours, and each in her heart resolved 
to be worthy as never before. 


Dr. A. A. Fletcher discussed ‘‘ Dia- 
betes and Insulin’’ at 11 a.m. In the 
afternoon the nurses visited the To- 
ronto Western Hospital and had the 
pleasure of listening to Dr. Agnew 
discuss, in a very able way, the 
“‘Medical Treatment of Gastrie Ul- 
eer.’’ He also gave a few minutes 
to the ‘‘Interpretation of High Blood 
Pressure. ”’ 


Tuesday morning at 9 o’clock, Dr. 
EK. A. Morgan gave us in an hour’s 
time very many valuable points re- 
garding ‘‘Infant Feeding.’’ At 11 
a.m. Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day we welcomed again Professor W. 
H. Greaves, who dealt with the sub- 
ject of ‘‘Public Speaking.’’ In the 
afternoon the nurses visited the Hos- 
pital for Sick Children and were 
taken over the entire building. Miss 
Hutt, who is in charge of the dairy 
department, spoke briefly on the pre- 
paration of various foods for infants. 
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At 9 o’clock on Wednesday and 
Thursday mornings, Dr. H. B. Van- 
Wyck substituted for Professor 
Hendry, and gave us in two short 
hours most valuable points in the 
nursing of obstetrics. We all felt 
that these were two of the best study 
hours of the week. At 10 o’clock 
Professor E. A. Bott took up the sub- 
ject of ‘‘Psychology,’’ which is be- 
coming more and more interesting. 
He continued his discourse on Friday 
at the same hour. 


The afternoon was to be free for 
the nurses to do as they wished, but 
a request to see a transfusion at the 
Hospital for Sick Children was made 
during Tuesday afternoon’s visit. 
Miss Panton, the Superintendent, 
said she would do her best to grant 
the request, and at 12 o’clock noon 
word was received that a transfusion 
would be given at 2 p.m. All the 
nurses did not avail themselves of 
the opportunity, but about one-half 


‘the number went and were amply 
rewarded. After the transfusion a 
second child was carried in and given 
an intravenous through the fontanel. 
A third child had a protein test in 
the arm; a fourth had a lumbar 


puncture. On a fifth child an op- 
eration was performed for prolapse 
of the rectum, by use of alcohol. This 
is quite a rare operation and was 
very interesting, although it took but 
a few minutes. At the conclusion 
of these operations we hurried over 
to Hart House to join the other 
nurses who had gathered there at 4 
o’clock, and all were conducted 
through that interesting new build- 
ing. 

On Thursday afternoon we visited 
the Toronto General Hospital. The 
nurses were divided into two sec- 
tions. In one room Miss Kelly dealt 
with ‘‘Nursing Care in Obstetrics’’ 
and demonstrated ‘‘manual expres- 
sion.’’ Miss Bain spoke briefly on 
‘*Pre-natal Care,’’ in connection with 
the outside clinic. In another room 
Miss Ferguson discussed ‘‘New 
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Phases in Operating Room Techni- 
que’’ and Miss Henry took up ‘‘Sur- 
gical Technique in the Ward.’”’ Af- 
ter all had heard these various dis- 
cussions we were entertained to af- 
ternoon tea on the verandah of the 
Nurses’ Residence. 

At 9 o’clock on Friday morning 
Dr. George S. Young took up the sub- 
ject of ‘‘Goitre,’’ and at 11 o’clock 
Friday and Saturday, Dr. George 
Wilson gave some valuable points re 
‘‘Emergency Surgery.’’ 

The nurses from New York, as well 
as others, were disappointed that 
more time was not allotted to ‘‘Dia- 
betes and Insulin,’’ and asked if it 
would be possible for them to get 
more information. They had heard 
of the afternoon spent last year at 
the Toronto General Hospital, and 
hoped for the same this year. We 
spoke to Miss Gunn, Superintendent, 
who was only tos glad to speak to 
Miss Coutts, the nurse in charge of 
the diabetic ward, and arranged for 
her to speak to the nurses on Friday 
afternoon on ‘‘Nursing Care in Dia- 
betes.’’ Practically all the nurses 
attended this class and were well re- 
paid. 

Saturday morning brought us to 
the close of our lectures. Dr. Gor- 
don McLarty substituted for Dr. C. 
M. Hincks and told us much of value 
and interest on ‘‘The Care of Men- 
tal and Nervous Cases.’’ Professor 
Wallace discussed ‘‘ Parliamentary 
Procedure’’ and recommended to us 
a book published by Emma Fox as 
a guide in conducting women’s meet- 
ings. 

This, in a briet and sketchy way, 
is a review of our week’s work. It 
is but an outline, but it is hoped will 
give some little idea of how interest- 
ing our Course was. 

The visiting nurses were accom- 
modated comfortably in the Univer- 
sity residences, and the opportunity 
for renewal of acquaintances and the 
strengthening of friendships made 
glad the hearts of those who had not 
met, it may be, for years. 
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In November, 1922, the University 
of Alberta took over the Strathcona 
Hospital from the Department of 
Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment in 
Edmonton and opened a general hos- 
pital under university control as a 
teaching institution. The ownership 
or control of the hospital being in the 
hands of the university, the latter is 
enabled to offer the best opportunity 
for education in nursing, and is one 
of the pioneers in Canada in the 
movement towards the university 
education of the nurse. The under- 
graduate nurse is looked upon as a 
university student throughout her 
entire course and is encouraged to 
keep in touch with the life of the 
university and to cultivate the uni- 
versity spirit. The location of the 
hospital on the university campus 
tends to develop this purpose. 


The University of Alberta School 
of Nursing offers two courses for the 
student-nurse. A three-year course 
leading up to a diploma and the 
Registered Nurses’ certificate in the 
Province of Alberta. This diploma 
course has a probation period of five 
months preceding final acceptance of 
the student as an undergraduate 
nurse. This five months’ prelimin- 
ary course is taken in the class-room 
at the hospital, and in the labora- 
tories and lecture-rooms of the de- 
partments of the university. It 
includes lectures, demonstrations, 


and laboratory exercises in Bacterio- 
logy, Chemistry, Anatomy, Physio- 
logy, Materia Medica, Psychology, 
Dieteties, Hygiene and Sanitation, 
the History of Nursing, the Princi-

ples and Practice of Nursing and 
Physical Education. During this 
period there is a limited amount of 
hospital service assigned to each 
student. 


Following acceptance there is a 
graded course of study covering the 
remaining thirty-one months, which 
includes lectures, demonstrations 
and practical experience in the fol- 
lowing services: Surgical, Medical, 
Obstetrical, Pediatrics, Orthopedics, 
Gynecology, Communicable Diseases, 
Dermatology, Surgical Operating 
Room, Dietetics in the special dietary 
departments at the hospital and uni- 
versity, Outdoor Service in Dispens- 
ary, Social Service, and Mental. 


The second course offered is a five- 
year course leading to the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing. In 
this course the first two years are 
spent at the university, the third and 
fourth in residence at the hospital, 
and the fifth at the university. The 
degree course has a probation term 
of three months in the hospital, at 
the close of the first academic ses- 
sion, pending final acceptance of the 
student as an undergraduate nurse. 
The curriculum for the combined 
academic and professional nursing 
course is as follows: 

First Year: English 1—Three hours’ lec- 
ture; Chemistry 1—Three hours’ lec- 
ture, three hours’ laboratory; Physics 
1—Three hours’ lecture, two hours’ la- 
boratory; Zoology 1—Three hours’ lec- 
ture, three hours’ laboratory; Two of 
Mathematics, Languages, History, six 


hours’ lecture; Physical Education, one 
hour, 


each week during the college session. 























The three months’ probation in 
hospital at the close of the first uni- 
versity session includes lectures and 
demonstrations in the principles and 
practice of nursing and a limited 
amount of time spent on ward prac- 
tice. ; 
Second Year: One course Languages or 


History—Three hours’ lecture; Ana- 
tomy—Three hours’ lecture, three 
hours’ laboratory; Physiology—Three 


hours’ lecture, three hours’ laboratory; 
Bacteriology—One hour’s lecture, three 
hours’ lakoratory; Materia Medica and 
Pharmacology — One hour’s lecture, 
three hours’ laboratory; Dietetics— 
Three hours’ lecture, three hours’ la- 
boratory; Physical Education, 


each week during college session. 
Third and Fourth Years: Following 
the close of the second university 
session, twenty-eight months are 
spent in residence at the hospital, 
when a graded course of study is 
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given, which includes lectures and 
practical experience ih the main and 
special branches of nursing by mem- 
bers of the various faculties of the 
university. 

Fifth Year: The fifth year spent 
at the university is devoted to spec- 
ialization, according to the student’s 
preference, in any of the following 
branches: 

Supervision in Hospitals and Schools 
of Nursing; 

Teaching in Schools of Nursing; 

Public Health Nursing. 

The first class of diploma students 
entered the school October Ist, 1923, 
and are now commencing their in- 
termediate year, and the second class 
entered October Ist, 1924. The first 
class of students for the degree 
course entered the school July Ist, 
1924. Classes will be entered twice 
a year, in October and July. 


The Dick Test for Scarlet Fever 


Future students of medicine and 
nursing are sure to grumble at the 
inappropriateness of having a Shick 
test for diphtheria and a Dick test 
for scarlet fever. That is supposing, 
of course, that the new test reported 
by Doctors George F. Dick and 
Gladys Amy Dick of Chicago turns 
out to be a genuine discovery. Cer- 
tainly the evidence in its favor which 
they present is very strong. Last 
year these two doctors reported that 
they had been able experimentally to 
produce scarlet fever in two out of 
10 human volunteers by injecting 
into them some living streptococci of 
a particular strain (1). For many 
years the streptococci have been sus- 
pected of having something to do 
with scarlet fever, although more 
recently the suspicion had been di- 
verted a good deal towards the fil- 
terable viruses. 


The material used in the Dick test 
is obtained from the same strain of 
streptococcus that they used last 
year. A little of the streptococcus 


toxin is injected into the skin just as 
in the Sehick test and, as in the latter 
test, a red area results only in sus- 
ceptible subjects. Now, of course, it 
is known that people who have had 
scarlet fever do not often get it 
again, so that if the test is a good one, 
such people ought not to react. And 
this has been found to be the ease. 
Moreover, two people have been 
tested both before and after having 
searlet fever and both were found 
positive before the attack and nega- 
tive during convalescence. Finally, 
the blood serum from convalescent 
patients has for some time been 
known to have anti-toxie properties 
and has been successfully used in the 
treatment of scarlet fever. It has 
been found that when this serum is 
given to people who show a positive 
reaction, the reaction afterwards 
becomes negative. Confirmation of 
these results by other observers will 
be eagerly awaited. It looks as 
though another important scourge 
may soon be within our control.—

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Report of a Nutrition Class

In October, 1923, the Nutrition De- 
partment of the Manitoba Agricultural 
College approached the Public Health 
Nurses’ Department of the Board of 
Health with a view to linking up their 
work with that of the public}health 
nurse in the St. Vital School District. 
The purpose of the*Nutrition Depart- 
ment in attempting this work was 
twofold: (1) It was planned to enable 
the senior students in the degree 
course to have first-hand information 
concerning the nutrition problems of 
the public schools and to put into 
practice their knowledge of nutrition; 
(2) It was thought that by instituting 
a nutrition class, the children com- 
posing that class must of necessity 
benefit greatly by the work and care 
of the senior students. 


With these aims in mind it was 
thought desirable to limit the children 
in the class to those in Grades 3, 4 and 
5; and between the ages of nine and 
eleven. As a further limitation, only 
those who were 7% or more under the 
average weight for height and age 
were taken into the class. With the 
help of the public health nurse, 36 
children in grades 3, 4 and 5 were 
measured and weighed, and out of the 
36 there were 17, or 47%, who were 7% 
or more under the average weight. 
Out of the 19 remaining, there were 10 
who were from 3 lb. to 5 lbs. under 
average; while the other 9 were normal 
or a few pounds above. The principal 
of St. Vital School gave us his hearty 


co-operation, and was good enough to 
allow us to hold a class of these under- 
weight children twice a week—on 
Tuesday and Thursday from 1.15 to 
145 p.m. As it was desirable to 
include only those children between 
the ages of 9 and 11, the class was 
composed of 15 out of the 17 under- 
weight children. Under the sponsor- 
ship of the public health nurse, the 
homes of the 15 children were visited 
to enlist the parents’ co-operation and 


help, which was promised in every 
case. 


There were ten senior students who 
had elected to teach the Nutrition 
Class and to be responsible for the 
“follow-up” work; in this way receiving 
part credit for nutrition and part for 
teaching. These students played the 
part of “Big Sisters.” Each group of 
two was responsible for the welfare of 
three children belonging to the Nutri- 
tion Class. It was their duty to mark 
on the charts the gain made every 
week, to supervise their “Home Re- 
cord” sheets, to visit the homes at 
least twice from November 6th to 
February llth (the period during 
which the class was held), and to teach 
two lessons. There were twenty les- 
sons taught—see list given. The 
“Home Record” sheets were checked 
by the “Big Sisters.” Two different 
types of sheets were used, as will be 
seen by the copies attached to this 
report. The children were weighed 
every Tuesday, with the following 
results: 
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The expected gain from November 
to February, according to statistics, 
should have been 1% pounds, so any 
gain over and above that might 
reasonably be attributed to the activi- 
ties of the Nutrition Class. No. 6 had 
goitre, and as that increased her basal 
metabolism it was hard for her to gain. 
Her gain before Christmas was good, 
but she lost nearly 2 pounds in the 
holidays, and found it difficult to gain 
again. No. 10 just kept up with his 
line of expected gain. He gained 
during the Christmas holidays, which 
would go to show that the long distance 
to school, combined with a cold lunch, 
were probably important factors in his 
retardation. No. 12 and No. 14 were 
two children who did not enter the 
class till after Christmas, as they were

out of school with whooping cough all 
fall. No. 15 started with the class, 
but as his father raised an objection 
his case was discontinued. It was 
interesting to note that No. 15 was ten 
pounds, or 14% underweight for his 
age and height, but still his father was 
perfectly satisfied with his condition. 


While this is only a report of an in- 
tensive study of a small group of 
children in a public school, still some 
general conclusions are justified. 


(1) There are a great many under- 
nourished children in our public 
schools. 


(2) It is possible to stimulate in 
school children through the class 
method an intelligent interest in their 
own nutrition.

Conversation 


Conversation in the literal sense 
of the word means oral interchange 
of sentiments and observations; but 
in every sense of the word it is per- 
haps the rarest thing in the world. 
We gossip, and enjoy it, yet it is hard 
to convince us that gossip is not con- 
versation. We are told that Doctor 
Johnson once remarked of an even- 
ing spent in society that ‘‘there was 
lots of talk, but no conversation.’ 
Is this not true in many instances? 
Consider for a moment many people 
you have met in various walks of life. 
Do you remember them by the wise, 
witty, intelligent remarks they made, 
or does your memory of them not re- 
mind you of a rock with jagged 
edges, preferring to lose the joy of 
a clear conscience rather than miss 
an opportunity of saying a clever 
thing, even at the expense of charity, 
religion, or friendship? 

Many authorities when asked for 
an opinion will invariably say the man 
who makes the best listener is the 
best conversationalist. How often 
unpleasant and regretful memories 
could have been avoided had we only 
been good listeners instead of indulg- 
ing in idle gossip. As student nurses 


the amount of our conversation 
should be an important factor in our 
lives, and before we acquire this art 
many of us must train ourselves to 
be good listeners. What impression 
do we leave with our patients, teach- 
ers, and fellow students? ‘‘ Actions 
speak louder than words,’’ some phil- 
osopher has wisely said; but accom- 
panied by some unnecessary, thought- 
less remark is not some of the sweet- 
ness taken from our action all too 
often ? 

Let us then avoid all gossip: whe- 
ther it be the incapabilities of the 
juniors; the delinquencies of the 
seniors; the haughtiness of the head 
nurses ; or the criticism of the staff— 
which remarks are, all too often, the 
subject of our conversation. Then, 
if we as seniors can set the good ex- 
ample of being good listeners, some 
day we may hope to be able to say 
the wise, witty, and helpful words 
that will fasten themselves on the 
memory of our friends when oppor- 
tunity allows, and be of real value 
to those who follow in our paths.

Having completed the three months’ 
affiliated course in the study and 
nursing care of Tuberculosis, we 
nurses in training at the Soldiers’ 
Memorial Hospital, Campbellton, 
N.B., would like to try and interest 
the readers of ‘‘The Canadian 


Nurse’’ in this very valuable course. 


Our interest in the subject of tu- 
bereulosis nursing was first aroused 
when Dr. H. A. Farris, Medical Sup- 
erintendent of the St. John County 
Hospital for Tuberculosis, on a visit 
to our Hospital in July, 1923, spoke 
to a group of graduate and student 
nurses and put before them a scheme 
which he hoped would materialize 
in affiliation with hospitals through- 
out the province. 


The prospectus for our school did 
not include a training in tuberculo- 
sis, but when the subject was placed 
before the senior class they were un- 
- animously in favor of the course. 
This course is now compulsory in the 
curriculum of future classes. 


Our training school sends two of 
its nurses every three months to the 
St. John County Hospital to take the 
course, which began in March, 1924. 
We feel very proud that our school 
is among the first on record in the 
Dominion which has given its stud- 
ent nurses an opportunity to secure 
a deep knowledge of the activities of 
tuberculosis, so little studied, unfor- 
tunately, in a general hospital course. 


Those of us who first entered upon 
the course in March were much im- 
pressed by the attitude of the pa- 
tients—the ‘‘Cure Chasers’’—who so 
persistently accept the rules of the 
cure, the three great principles of 
which are rest, good food, and fresh 
air, and in spite of the coldness of the 
March winds, 'they never flinched 
but warmly wrapped in beds or rest 
chairs, remained hour after hour on 
the porches. 


The inborn dread of infection ex- 
perienced by nurses at first entering 
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upon the course became lessened 
daily, as we were taught the outly- 
ing principles of nursing protection 
and our interest was aroused in the 
different phases of the work. 


The ten lectures and ten demon- 
strations included in the course have 
been outlined by the National Tuber- 
culosis Association. Written and 
oral examinations were given at the 
completion of the course, and the 
nurses successfully passing these will 
receive a diploma from the hospital 
at the end of their general hospital 
course. The lectures take up the 
history of tuberculosis, general dis- 
tribution—geographical, racial, so- 
cial—heredity, the discipline of the 
eure ; also demonstrations on the Sun 
Lamp treatment, Pneumo-thorax, 
Pneumo - peritonium, X-Ray and 
Fleuroscopie work. 


The final lecture is with regard to 
the nurse: her relation to the tuber- 
culosis problem and what she may 
accomplish in general practice. 


One week at the Health Centre in 
St. John, N.B., is included and we 
are permitted to accompany the dis- 
trict nurses on their calls, thereby 
gaining a certain knowledge of the 
nursing problems in the various 
homes. 


As a school, we are very apprecia- 
tive of the fact that such an oppor- 
tunity has been given us, and would 
strive to pass on that which we have 
been so conscientiously taught. We 
owe ‘‘A debt immense of endless gra- 
titude, still paying, still we owe,”’’ 
for placing us in a position to secure 
a deeper knowledge of the activities 
of tuberculosis, and the great possi- 
bilities of the cure.

UNVEILING AND DEDICATION 
OF MEMORIAL TO SAILORS 


On Sunday afternoon, August 10th, 
1924, the Sailors’ Memorial Monu- 
ment, erected by the Imperial 
Graves Commission at Point Pleas- 
ant Park, Halifax, N.S., was unveiled 
and dedicated. The ceremony was 
most impressive and an immense 
crowd gathered to do honor to those 
who served and lost their lives at sea 
in the Great War. 


The Hon. E. M. MacDonald, Minis- 
ter of National Defence, in an eulogy 
to those who made the supreme 
sacrifice, paid a beautiful tribute to 
the fourteen nursing sisters who 
“stepped into immortality’? when 
the Llandovery Castle was torpedoed. 


Amongst the many wreaths placed 
at the base of the monument was one 
“‘In Proud and Loving Memory”’ 
from the nursing sisters who served 
in the Great War. This was placed 
by Nursing Sister K. O. MacLatchy, 
R.C.A.M.C., at the lower right cor- 
ner, facing the sea, where the nurs- 
ing sisters’ names are inscribed. 


MEMORIAL TABLET UNVEILED 

An impressive ceremony was held 
on October 8th in the rotunda of the 
Winnipeg General Hospital, when a 
tablet erected in honor of the grad- 
uates of the hospital, who lost their 
lives while serving overseas, was un- 
veiled. 

Miss 8S. J. Pollexfen presided, and 
after the singing of ‘‘Oh God, our 
Help in Ages Past,’’ the Rev. W. J. 


Southam read the lesson and offered 
prayer. 

Mrs. A. W. Moody, a former Lady 
Superintendent of Nurses, unveiled 
the tablet and placed a wreath below 
it, after which Dr. H. H. Chown gave 
a very appreciative address.
